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Bert Lance cleared 
of criminal wrongdoing 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The com­ 
ptroller of currency today cleared 
federal budget director Bert Lance of 
any criminal wrongdoing in his personal 
multi-million bank dealings during the 
two years before he joined President 
Carter's cabinet. 
“ We do not believe the information 
developed to date in the inquiry warrants 
the prosecution of any individuals," 
Comptroller John Heimann said. But he 
said the in-depth inquiry so far extends 
back only to January, 1975, and that ac­ 
tivity prior to that date is still being in­ 
vestigated 
The thick report, which culminated a 
month-long investigation by Heimann’s 
office, was sent to Carter and Congress 
today. A Senate committee also an­ 
nounced today it will resume hearings on 
the matter next month and directed 
Heimann to complete the report before 
then 
Lance, a longtime personal friend of 
the President, earlier expressed con­ 
fidence he would be cleared and said he 
was not guilty of wrongdoing 
"In order to produce a report in a 
reasonable time, this inquiry has 
covered principally the period since 
January 1975." Heimann said. 
He said, however, that it also touched 
on issues of particular interest in earlier 


years including Lance’s overdrafts at the 
Calhoun, Ga., First National Bank that 
he headed in 1974 when he was an unsuc­ 
cessful candidate for governor of 
Georgia. 
But the Senate Government Affairs 
Committee, which confirmed Lance to 
the budget post in January and gave him 
a "clean bill of health" just one month 
ago, announced today it would hold 
another round of hearings on Lance's 
bank dealings Sept. 7. 
Lance will testify on Sept. 8. 
A team of more than 30 bank ex­ 
aminers and attorneys have been looking 
into a $2 6 million loan to Lance from 
Manufacturer’s Hanover Trust Co. in 
New York to buy stock in the National 
Bank of Georgia, which he headed. Later 
he paid off that loan and other debts with 
a $3.4 million loan from the First 
National Bank of Chicago before joining 
the administration. Questions have been 
raised about Lance’s use of the credit of 
his Georgia bank to obtain personal 
loans. 
Chairman Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., 
and Sen. Charles Percy, R-IU., ranking 
Republican on the Government Affairs 
Committee, issued a joint statement say­ 
ing they had read the report "but have 
not yet had time to study and analyze the 
back-up exhibits to the report." 
Armed man frees 
63 at retreat 


SANTA CRUZ. Calif. (U P I) - A 
troubled young man packing a new 22 
semi-automatic rifle and 200 rounds of 
ammunition Wednesday night took over 
a religious retreat and held dozens of 
persons hostage before surrendering 
Thomas Wilson 26, Bakersfield, Calif., 
who reportedly had been in a mental 
hospital, told the hostages during the 
ordeal " I don't want to return to 
Atascadero" — an apparent reference to 
the state mental hospital at Atascadero, 
Calif. 
One of the hostages, Ken Allen of 
Menlo Park, Calif., said Wilson "was 
very concerned about some problems in 
life that he could not resolve. He thought 
he had to lash out at the world." 
Sheriff ’s deputies refused comment on 
Wilson’s mental history and his motive 
for the incident. They also said he had a 
crim in al record, but would not 
elaborate. 
The bizarre chain of events began 
when the suspect commandeered a Santa 
Cruz city bus with three passengers and 
ordered the woman driver to take him to 
the Bahai Center, a mountain retreat 15 
miles north of Santa Cruz for members 
of the Bahai World Faith, a modern 
religion founded in Iran which espouses 
social equality. 


He released the driver and passengers 
and then burst into the retreat dining 
room where 63 persons were eating sup­ 
per, locking the doors and rounding up 
the terrified hostages 
Deputies sealed off the building and a 
two-man team began f*we hours of 
negotiations with Wilson by telephone 
and intercom. 
They said he made at least two de­ 
mands He wanted officers to bring him 
Jack Kembro, of Mariposa, Calif., 
because he apparently believed Kembro 
had killed his own son, Shane Kembro. 
16; and he wanted to speak to an inmate 
at the state prison at San Luis Obispo, 
reportedly a friend. 


Kembro was flown to Santa Cruz but 
Wilson surrendered before he arrived. 
Kembro’s mother-in-law, Mrs. Florence 
Thomas, said her grandson, Shane, was 
alive and well, and remarked that Wilson 
probably was “ just suffering a 
delusion." 


She said Kembro was a devout Bahai 
and an acquaintance of Wilson and that 
Wilson often had visited the Kembro 
home up until about two years ago. 
She described the suspect as a 
"strange young fellow I know he wasn’t 
a normal, healthy human being."

Presley, who changed the course of 
American music, died Tuesday of heart 
failure at the age of 42.

He was 
arrested by a pursuing policeman who 
jumped into a parked patrol car and 
caught him after the suspect "floor- 
boarded" his 1963 Ford Fairlane in an at­ 
tempt to flee. 
The crowd shouted "Lynch 'em, hang 
him up,” when Wheeler was arrested 
after a one block chase 
Wheeler was charged with two counts 
of second degree murder, drunk driving, 
leaving the scene, reckless driving and 
public drunkeness. He was held without 
bond 


Three juvenile girls riding with the 
suspect were arrested. Juvenile 
authorities reduced the charges against 
one girl, and proceedings were under 
way for the other two. They originally 
had been charged with being accessories 
to second degree murder. 


Private services were scheduled at 2 
p.m. CDT today in Graceland, the 18- 
room mansion owned by the one-time 
$40-a-week truck driver who was born in 
a small frame house in Tupelo, Miss and 
grew up in Memphis 


About 80,000 crying, perspiring, jostl­ 
ing persons had gathered outside the 
mansion Wednesday. 


Storm brings 
record rain 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) — Record rainfalls from the worst tropical storm to strike 
Southern California in 38 years caused millions of dollars damage and killed eight 
persons, but apparently did little to alleviate the area’s prolonged drought. 
The central remnants of Doreen, a former hurricane downgraded to a tropical 
depression, moved north today after dropping from 2 to more than 4 inches of rain 
on Southern California mountains and deserts and metropolitan Los Angeles.

Byrd tells White House 
not to push for treaty vote

The freak tropical storm which rained 
havoc on much of Southern California 
has postponed the second scheduled free 
flight of the space shuttle orbiter 
Enterprise. 
Ironically, the delay was announced by 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration officials only a few days 
after success of the first free flight had 
prompted predictions the Aug. 30 flight 
could get off the ground ahead of 
schedule. 
A spokesman from the weather station 
at Edwards Air Force Base, where the 
flight was to be held, said .95 inches of 
rain drenched the perched desert base on 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 
The rain also soaked the dry lake bed 
runway on the base where the Enterprise 
touched down to complete its pioneer 
solo flig h t last F rid a y . NASA 
spokeswoman Trudy Tiedeman con­ 
firmed the Aug. 30 test has been 
scratched and said the storm left two to 
three inches of water standing on parts 
of the Rogers Lake Bed. 
No new date has been set yet and of­ 
ficials are still estimating the length of 
the delay. 
"We have people out looking at the 
lake bed now who are examining the 
situation," Tiedeman said, "and they 
will try to set a date early next week. 
They really haven’t been able to assess 
the situation yet.” 
But, a spokesman for Rockwell Inter­ 
national — the major space shuttle con­ 
tractor — was confident the storm would 
not cause an overall setback to the 
master schedule which lists the first ac­ 
tual space shuttle launch for March, 
1979. 
"We are taking a look at first, how 
much water is out there and second, 
what would be the estimated time 
delay," explained Rockwell spokesman 
Dick Barton. “ Then we will look at flex­ 
ibilities in the schedule and at our 
various options." 
One possibility, Barton said, would be 
to substitute captive tests with the nose 
of the Enterprise at two degrees instead 
of the present six degrees for the taxi 
flight to Kennedy Space Center in 
Florida where the first space shuttle will 
be launched 
Regardless, Barton said there is little 
danger of delaying the master schedule. 
"Actually we are running ahead of 
schedule The reason I say ahead of 
schedule is because we are able to 
adjust The original timetable called for 
flight tests through January and 
February, but we are looking to be done 
by October." 
The base weather station spokesman 
said "it could take weeks or even a 
month before the (lake bed) dries off. 
The drying further could produce cracks 
as wide as a foot across and a couple of 
feet deep," the spokesman said, and the 
12.5-mile runway area may have to be 
resurfaced. 
Although it was still cooler and over­ 
cast at Edwards this morning, the 
spokesman said it was "burning off," 
and he expected normal highs of mid-90s 
and low-lOOs to return within the week 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Senate 
Democratic Leader Robert Byrd is tell­ 
ing the White House not to press for a 
vote on the new Panama Canal treaties 
by the end of 1977. 
The White House wants an early vote 
to avoid embroiling the accords in elec­ 
tion year politics of 1978. 
Byrd, once an opponent of yielding 
U.S. sovereign rights in the Canal Zone, 
said in a published interview Wednesday 
that public opinion is "simply not ready" 
for the transfer. 
"The polls indicate that about 75 per 
cent of the American people are opposed 
to giving up the canal, and you’re not go­ 
ing lo get two-thirds of the Senate to 
ratify that treaty until there is a substan­ 
tial change in the polls," he said. 
A Byrd aide told U PI: "What you have 
to weigh is the effect this could have on 
the early prim aries, against the 
possibility of a defeat in the Senate." 
Ambassadors 
Ellsworth Bunker and 
Sol Linowitz, who negotiated the ac­ 
cords, encountered hostile opposition 
from members of the House Merchant 


The storm flooded hundreds of homes, 
wrecked several highways and inundated 
farmlands with crops, including cotton 
and alfalfa, ready for harvest. 
Officials said damage would total at 
least $20 million, half of that in the 
irrigated fields of Imperial County near 
the Mexico border. 
While the rain was welcomed by most 
residents — it provided a relief from the 
summer heat, washed away dust, wet 
down tinder dry forests and brushlands 
and gave plants and lawns a good soaking 
— officials said it would have little effect 
on the drought that has depleted the 
state’s water supplies. 
The main reason is that Southern 
California gets most of its water from 
the northern part of the state, which suf­ 
fered the heaviest drought the past year, 
but was several hundred miles from the 
storm. 
In addition, officials said, the rain here 
fell too rapidly to be absorbed into the 
underground water table and most of the 
water ran off to the sea down flood con­ 
trol channels. 
Six children were also swept away in 
the rushing currents of rain-swollen 
channels. Five were saved in dramatic 
rescues, but the other disappeared down 
the Los Angeles River toward the ocean 
and was presumed dead. 
The unusual rainfall ruined scientists’ 
plans as well, causing a delay of at least 
24 hours in a nuclear test explosion in 
Nevada and postponing the second test 
flight of the Space Shuttle Enterprise 
Aug. 26 by soaking its dry lake bed 
landing strip. 
The remnants of the dying storm, 
which gathered strength in the Pacific 
off Mexico and wallowed off the 
Southern California coast north of San 
Diego Wednesday, moved slowly north 
today and was expected to come ashore 
near Oxnard, about 60 miles northwest of 
Los Angeles 
Skies generally were clearing but the 
National Weather Service cautioned that 
sporadic showers could continue through 
the day. A flash flood watch continued 
for the Owens Valley and nearby moun­ 
tain areas northeast of Los Angeles. 
Mt. Laguna in San Diego County 
received more than 4 inches of rain and 
2.24 inches had fallen on L s Angeles by 
late Wednesday night — 222 times the 
previous record for the day and breaking 
the 88-year-old record for the whole 
month of August. 
Three days of rainfall left floodwaters 
in scattered locations throughout 
Southern California, Arizona, Nevada 
and upper Baja California, Mexico, 
where the storm did serious damage. 
Traffic snarled at flooded intersec­ 
tions throughout the three-state region, 
and at least one major highway — Inter­ 
state 8. the main road east from San 
Diego — was cut by a 50-foot washout in 
eastern San Diego county and other 
blockages in Imperial county. 
Many desert roads still were impas­ 
sable in Imperial county, a desert farm­ 
ing area just north of the Mexican 
border, where the worst house flooding 
occurred in half a dozen communities. 
" It ’s stopped raining but our drainage 
system is overtaxed and water is back­ 
ing up into more homes,” Imperial 
County Emergency Services Officer 
Forest Sherwood said Wednesday night. 
"We have another 30 to 50 homes 
tonight with up to eight inches of water," 
he said, but most residents were staying 
to clean up rather than accept evacua­ 
tion to the refugee center at the county 
fair grounds, which had only six occu­ 
pants for the night.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - In an action, 
which could reverberate through the 
newspaper industry, the Federal Trade 
Commission has accused the publishers 
of the Los Angeles Times of violating an­ 
titrust laws by giving price breaks to 
major advertisers. 
The FTC issued a complaint saying the 
Times Mirror Co., Inc., the largest 
publicly held publishing company in the 
country, “ systematically" gave substan­ 
tially lower rates to high volume adver­ 
tisers, to the detriment of competition 
In a statement issued in Los Angeles, 
the newspaper said “ apparently, the Los 
Angeles Times has been singled out as a 
test case by the FTC to contest volume 
discounts in advertising rates, a stan­ 
dard practice in the newspaper business 
and in other advertising media. 
"The Times considers the FTC action 
unwarranted and plans to vigorously de­ 
fend this case before the commission and 
in the courts, if necessary. It is not ex­ 
pected that this action will affect the 


operations or rate policies of the Los 
Angeles Times.” 
While the case is not part of an in­ 
dustrywide investigation and while there 
are no similar cases pending before the 
commission, an FTC spokesman said the

He said the bill calls for the 
selection of a “single remote 
onshore facility of low popula­ 
tion density,’’ and added that of 
the sites under application, only 
Pt Conception fits the bill’s 
criteria. 
Reynolds said Wednesday 
that he was following the 
board’s Aug 
15 directive to 
follow developments in LNG 
pre-emptive siting legislation 
and to inform the board when 
further board action seemed 
warranted 
“That I am so doing now,” he 
told them in a report filed for 
their consideration Monday. 


The board was told that the 
State PUC is assigned lead 
agency status under the bill 
with authority to issue a single 
LNG facility permit, with the 
State Energy Com m ission 
given responsibility for deter­ 
mining gas supply needs The 
State Coastal Commission 
would be required to prepare a 
ranked list of possible LNG 
sites and is authorized, he said, 
to “ e x e rc ise the pow ers 
granted city and county plann­ 
ing agency personnel from a 
city or county within whose 
jurisdiction the potential site is 
located ” 


Information reaching county 
officials from Sacramento state 
that both the PUC and Coastal 
Commission would hold public 
hearings on a proposed LNG 
site and would be responsible 
for developing reasonable con­ 
ditions, should the pre-emptive 
bill be enacted 


The PUC would become the 
successor to Santa Barbara 
County in the contract for the 


Environmental Impact Report 
(EIR) on Pt. Conception as 
required under sta te en­ 
vironmental law. 
The county’s powers would be 
further reduced under the bill, 
said Reynolds, as it would be 
called on only to recommend 
conditions to ensure public 
health, safety and welfare 
which the PUC "might or might 
not accept.” 
Although the bill speaks of 
the critical need for LNG im­ 
portation, Reynolds said, it 
leaves to the Energy Commis­ 
sion to determine subsequently 
when substantial curtailment of 
gas supplies to PI and P2 class 
customers is likely to occur 
without importation of LNG. 
There is a possibility in view 
of press reports concerning the 
position of Pacific Gas and 
Lighting, said Reynolds, that 
the whole need for urgency 
legislation such as AB 1081 “ is 
obviated. ” He said such reports 
place the utility’s estimates of 
LNG need at 1982 rather than at

Hearing set on 
condo conversions 


Concerned with reports that 
condom inium 
conversions 
could further deplete the stock 
of rental units in county areas 
and bring on more housing 
woes, the County Planning 
Commission voted Wednesday 
to set up a public hearing Oct. 
25 on socio-economic aspects of 
such conversions. 


Meanwhile, concerned apart­ 
ment house owners who are 
desiring to convert to con­ 
dom inium s are m aking it 
known to the commission that 
major costs are involved in any 
county requirement to have 
separate utility metering in 
such conversions, as was 
required in a Solvang conver­ 
sion project 


The estimated cost of putting 
in separate meters in a 14-unit 
South Coast apartment complex 
he owns would be about $60,000, 
landlord James Witherell told 
the commission 


“ In our case the cost is 
p r o h i b i t i v e , ” 
he 
s ai d. 
Witherell’s proposal for conver­ 
sion of a complex west of Santa 
Barbara com es up before 
County Subdivision Committee 
soon 


The Solvang conversion 
project is to come before the 
Board of Supervisors Sept 12 
and it is expected the owners 
will contest the separate meter­ 
ing plan 


The commission staff was ad­ 
vised to work with city planners 
in Santa Barbara, Carpinteria, 
Santa Maria and Lompoc 
before drafting a proposed or­ 
dinance regulating such conver­ 
sions in unincorporated areas. 


“The cities will have to carry 
the impact far more than the 
county in this respect,” said 
Mrs. Robert Looker, of Sum- 
merland, former County Plann­ 
ing Commission chairman 
As a Regional Coastal Com- 
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mission member, she said the 
coastal commission will be 
looking at the matter “from the 
standpoint of displacement, 
housing quality, and whether it 
is consistent with the General 
Plan or not.” 


Condominium conversion or­ 
dinance regulations should pay 
particular attention to protec­ 
tion for tenants and buyers, the 
commission was urged. State 
law covers condominium con­ 
versions up to a point, but does 
not provide this protection, nor 
does it cover the issue of 
separate metering

Prosecutors in the “ Son of 
Sam" case, using the testimony 
of eight survivors and a fully 
loaded. 
44-caliber revolver 
found in a car, expect five more 
murder indictments by early 
next w eek again st su sp ect 
David Berkowitz. 
While they hurried to tie 
things up, the police depart­ 
ment celebrated Wednesday by 
announcing the promotions of 
25 officers who worked on the 
case 


Included among the 25 were 
Deputy 
In spector T im othy 
Dowd, the fatherly cop who 
directed the “Son of Sam” task 
force, and O fficer M ichael 
Cataneo J r., who tick eted 
Berkowitz’ car near the scene 
of Stacy Moskowitz' murder the 
night she was killed That ticket 
ultimately led police to the 
suspect. 


Berkow itz w as arraigned 
Tuesday on charges of killing 
Miss Moskowitz, who was shot 
July 31 in the last of eight am ­ 
bushes by the psychopathic 
gunm an w ho stalk ed N ew 
York’s lovers’ lanes for a year. 
The suspect pleaded innocent, 
and his la w y e r s said the 
defense will probably rest on a 
plea of innocence by reason of 


insanity. 
Terry Peterson, 24, an Army 
buddy of Berkowitz now living 
in McFarland. Wis., told UPI 
W ednesday that B erkow itz 
adopted the name “Son of Sam” 
while serving in Korea, as a 
scornful reference to Uncle 
Sam Berkowitz, he said, was a 
hawk turned dove and refused 
to wear a gun in Korea, even in 
the field 
‘ 'He didn’t strike me as being 
totally together. 
He was a 
radical type p erso n ,” said 
Peterson 
“He sent a manus­ 
cript to the Pentagon about how 
they were war pigs and dic­ 
tators and inhumane.” 
He said Berkowitz also wrote 
to a girlfriend saying he was 
“going crazy over there. It was 
driving him to the point where 
he was about to lose his mind.” 
“When he'd complain about 
what the Army was doing to 
him ... I’d just tell him, ‘Well, 
you signed up and now you’re 
just a son of S a m ,” ’ said 
Peterson. 
“ I’m certain that’s where the 
name ( ‘Son of Sam ’) cam e 
from. We used to call each 
other 
that all 
the tim e ,” 
Peterson said 
In the Bronx, prosecutors 
prepared to present evidence to 
a grand jury in three other “Son 


of Sam ” murders. 
The 
pyschopathic 
k iller’s 
first ambush attack cam e in the 
Bronx July 29. 1976. The .44- 
caliber killer struck once more 
in the Bronx last April, killing a 
couple parked during a date. 
For these two attacks, Bronx 
officials hope to get three 
second-degree murder counts 
and one count each of at­ 
tempted murder and assault by 
early next week. 


In the borough of Queens, 
where “Son of Sam ” killed two 
and injured five, sources said 
prosecutors presented evidence 
to a grand jury Wednesday and 
indictments are expected by the 
end of the week. 
The key piece of evidence ap­ 
parently is the 
44-caliber 
Bulldog rev o lv er found 
in 
Berkowitz’ car the night he was 
arrested last week. Police say a 
test bullet from the pistol 
m atches those used on all of 
“Son of Sam’s ” victims. 


Although the sp ecial 75- 
member police task force es­ 
tablished to track down the 
killer has been abolished, police 
are still working on the case, in­ 
cluding reports that Berkowitz 
may have been involved in at 
least two attacks before the 
“Son of Sam” pattern emerged.

must undergo major surgery 
again to remove an obstruction 
in his bowel.

candidate at the University of 
Minnesota Hospitals today to 
“ relieve a partial blockage” in 
the lower bowel The surgery 
was expected to take three to 


four hours 
Vice President Walter Mon- 
dale, who visited Humphrey in 
the h ospital, said he w as 
“ ch eerfu l and in ex cellen t 
spirits.” Doctors said he was 
“optim istic about the surgery" 
despite discomfort from the 
obstruction 
Humphrey had a cancerous 
bladder rem oved at Sloan- 
K ettering Cancer Center in 
New York City last October. He 
has been receiving checkups 
and chemotherapy since then 
but has remained active in the

LOS ANGELES (UPII - The 
demand for housing in Southern 
California is still strong, as a 
record low in unsold new homes 
for June shows, a real estate 
research firm said Wednesday

creases in the volume of new 
construction, the unsold supply 
of new housing in Southern 
California this June declined 
further to a new record low ,” 
said Dr. C.E Elias Jr., presi­ 
d en t of th e R ea l 
E s ta te 
Research Council of Southern 
California 
“The total supply of unsold 
new housing was down to 8,910 
units this June, compared to 
11,561 six months ago, 12,441 a 
year ago and 22.346 two years 
ago,” Elias said.

and about 1,000 firefighters 
were released 


“ It’s really looking good,” 
said Pauline McGinty, informa­ 
tion o fficer for 
the S tate 
Department of Forestry.

Rare type o f plague kills 
M onterey veterinarian 


SAN JOSE (UPI) - The first 
fatal case of pneumonic plague 
in the Santa Clara Valley in 70 
years, a variant of the “ Black 
Death” which killed millions in 
the Middle Ages, struck down a 
veterinarian Wednesday. 


Santa Clara County health of­ 
ficials warned that persons who 
had close contact with Joseph 
T. Cordell, 55, a M onterey 
veterinarian who moved to San 
Jose last Sunday, should consult 
a physician and might be in 
great danger if they developed 
the high fever sym ptoms of the 
disease 


Dr Joseph DiCaprio of the 
county health department told a 
news conference an hour and a 
half after Cordell’s death that 


pneum onic plague — m ore 
deadly than bubonic plague — 
m eans almost certain death if 
untreated 


He said Cordell was known to 
have had contact with 150 to 125 
persons, most but not all of 
whom had been checked and 
cleared of the disease 


DiCaprio said it was “very 
unlikely that w e’ll have an 
epidem ic and w e’re fortunate 
we don’t have any secondary 
case. 
It’s quite possible the 
whole thing will subside without 
a single human case and that’s 
what we would hope for ” 


Authorities said they were 95 
per cent certain of a pneumonic 
plague diagnosis in Cordell

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S F heroin, morphine 
overdose deaths decline 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
Heroin and morphine overdose 
deaths here underwent a sharp 
decline during the first five 
months of this year, reflecting 
a nationwide trend. 
Adm inistrative 
Coroner 
James Scannell said Wednes­ 
day only 11 deaths in San Fran­ 
cisco were attributed to “ acute 
toxic overdoses” during the 
first five months of 1977, com­ 
pared to 38 during the same 
period last year 
Agents of the Federal Drug 
Enforcement announced the 
reduction in overdose deaths 
during the first three months of 
this year in the San Francisco 


Bay area were down 58 per cent 
over last year, while overdose 
rates in Los Angeles had drop­ 
ped 53 per cent and such deaths 
in metropolitan Detroit were 
down 74 per cent.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Agriculture 
Secretary Bob Bergland says it’s probable 
the administration will order an acreage 
retirement program for the 1978 wheat 
and com crops to check mounting sur­ 
pluses of both grains. 
Bergland, meeting with reporters 
Wednesday, said no final decision has been 
made and emphasized that action on the 
program depends on President Carter's 
reaction to a pending omnibus farm bill. 


Administration 
and congressional 
sources have indicated Carter is expected 
to accept the bill, which has cleared a 
Senate-House conference committee and 
is due for final congressional approval 
next month 


Carter’s decision is expected Monday 
when he reviews the legislation in a 
scheduled meeting with Bergland 


Under an acreage retirement program, 
farmers who want to qualify for govern­ 
ment price supports must idle cropland 
acreage equal to a designated percentage 
of the acres they leave in production. 
Bergland said any 1978 set-aside would be 
“ modest” — equal to perhaps 15 to 25 per 
cent of next year’s wheat acreage. 
Bergland also said his aides will meet 
here today and Friday with Australian, 
Canadian and Argentine officials for con­ 
tinuing preliminary talks about negotia­ 
tions on an international wheat agree­ 
ment. 
American officials want an agreement 
under which exporting and importing 
countries would share the cost of an inter­ 
national network of nationally controlled 
wheat reserves.

NORTHR1DGE, Calif. (U PI) 
— Police chiefs in major cities 
believe live television coverage 
of terrorist acts endangers 
hostages and encourages more 
terrorism, according to a sur­ 
vey released Wednesday. 
Some 93 per cent of the police 
chiefs surveyed by Dr Michael 
Sommer said they thought live 
television coverage of such acts 
encourages more terrorism, 
and more than 50 per cent of the 
chiefs thought such coverage 
posed “ a great threat” to 
hostages. 
Sommer, who has worked for 
20 years as a broadcaster for 
major television networks and 
heads the project on television 


coverage of terrorism at 
California State University, 
Northridge, said he surveyed 
police chiefs in 32 of the 
nation’s most populated cities. 
‘None of the big-city police 
chiefs surveyed believed that 
coverage of terrorist acts 
should be televised live,” Som­ 
mer said. ‘‘Sixty per cent 
thought such television cover­ 
age should be delayed or video 
taped and 27 per cent believed 
terrorist acts should not be 
covered by television.”

Assassination plot called try 
to foil Spanish democracy plan 


M AD RID , Spain ( U PI) - 
Premier Adolfo Suarez today 
described an apparent assassi­ 
nation plot against him and 
King Juan Carlos as an attempt 
by extremist groups to disrupt 
Spain’s drive toward demo­ 
cracy. 
The premier made the state­ 
ment after police discovered a 
bomb made of 2.2 pounds of 
Goma-2 plastic explosives un­ 
der an overpass in the holiday 
resort of Palma de Mallorca 
where the King. Queen Sophia 
and Suarez were to have passed 


on Wednesday 
The national news agency 
Cifra said police acted on a tip 
that members of a left-wing 
urban guerrilla group had 
arrived in Majorca, where 
Suarez was visiting with the 
royal couple, who were on vaca­ 
tion. Cifra quoted police as say­ 
ing the g u e r r i l l a s were 
“ preparing an assassinatiion.” 
The bomb was discovered 
along the road between the 
yacht club and the King’s Mari- 
vent Palace only minutes after 
the royal couple and Suarez had 


returned from a cruise on the 
king’s yacht and were prepar­ 
ing to return to the palace. 
Before flying bade to Madrid, 
Suarez told reporters that there 
was still no definite proof that 
the bomb was directed against 
the king and him. 
But if this was the case, he 
added, it was “ an attempt 
against the peaceful consolida­ 
tion of democracy” in Spain 
Cifra said police, acted on a 
tip that leftist terrorists had 
arrived in Majorca and were 
“ preparing an assassination.”

Planting vegetables now? 


There’s no reason why your supply of 
fresh vegetables has to end with summer 
harvest Several crops can be replanted 
and harvested this fall for more suc­ 
culent produce 
The cooler temperatures in fall will 
please cool season crops like lettuce. 
Sowing the loose leaf lettuce varieties 
now will probably give the best results. 
Try the head lettuces when cooler 
weather arrives 
Even easier than lettuce are radishes 
Just thin the seedlings to 1” apart; keep 
them well watered for mild radishes in 
only a few short weeks. 
Don’t forget that other delectable root 
crop — carrots. There’s nothing quite 
like tender new baby carrots! Plant now 
and don’t thin them. Harvests should be 
available in September There are many 
excellent varieties to grow especially the 


short early maturing kinds. 
For two great salad additions, try 
spinach and endive. Spinach can be 
counted on for salad and cooking greens 
this fall. Endive with its crisp curled 
leaves provides a nice tang to any salad 
To improve the texture of the leaves and 
remove any bitter taste, blanche them. 
This is done by taping the outer leaves up 
in a bunch over the head to eliminate 
penetration of sunlight. 
Another tasty leafy vegetable. Swiss 
chard, will also provide fresh appetizing 
dishes this fall and winter if you plant it 
soon. Either the white or attractive red- 
stemmed kind offer continual harvests if 
you don’t defoliate the plant each time 
You can plant and enjoy beets this fall 
too Of course, anyone who loves beets 
needs no description of that flavorful 
vegetable, but did you know the young 


leaves are good in salads too? Harvest 
when the roots are marble-sized or 
larger, but remember the youngest roots 
are the most tender. 


You can also plant more cabbage, 
cauliflower, broccoli, Brussels sprouts, 
turnips and winter bulbing onions 
Especially important, be sure to provide 
enough water to give your plants a good 
start. As temperatures cool this autumn 
and the rains begin you’ll be watering 
less frequently, but for now, watch the 
soil moisture carefully. Mulch to keep 
the roots cool and conserve moisture. 
Apply a liquid fertilizer to 2" seedlings to 
give them a boost and again in a few 
weeks Otherwise wait for harvest time! 
Fresh produce will certainly be very 
welcome in the coming fall months, so 
get those plants growing!

Our daughter, Penny McMahon, tries to keep her 
family on as near a natural food diet as possible. And 
while they are not strict vegetarians, the McMahons 
prefer recipes like the following Penny shares with us: 


Zucchini Lasagna 
21« lbs zucchini, thinly sliced lengthwise 


8 oz. cream cheese 


1 cup cottage cheese 


1 cup sour cream 
V» cup onion, chopped 
V4 cup green pepper, chopped 
Mi tsp oregano 
tsp. basil 
Mi tsp. roserrfary 
V> tsp salt 
IV* lbs. ground beef 


1 can tomato sauce 
Steam zucchini five minutes. 
Combine cream 
cheese, cottage cheese, sour cream, onion and green 
pepper. 
Brown burger adding spices and tomato 
sauce. Layer zucchini, beef mixture and cheese mix­ 
ture in two-quart greased casserole. 
Repeat layers 
ending with cheese mixture. May also sprinkle grated 
cheese on top. Bake at 350 degrees for 30 minutes. 
Very high in protein. 


Egg Sandwich 
(Serves 2) 
Two slices whole wheat bread 
Mayonnaise 


1 avocado 


2 eggs 
Enough grated cheese to cover top of open-face 
sandwich 


2 slices onion 
Toast bread and spread with mayonnaise. 
Cover 
with onion and sliced avocado. 
Fry eggs, breaking 
yolks, and place one on top of avocado on each slice of 
bread. Spread with a little more mayonnaise. Top 
with grated cheese. Place under broiler until cheese is 
melted 
With egg sandwiches, Penny usually serves: 


Smoothies 
(Serves 2) 


2 cups of any one or a combination of preferably un­ 
sweetened fruit juice 


2 peeled bananas, cut in one-inch pieces and frozen 
Blend juice on fairly high speed in blender until 
frothy. Then add banana piece by piece, blending until 
all are used

100% Whole Wheat Bread 
(Makes 4 loaves) 


6 cups lukewarm water 


2 pkgs dry yeast 


*4 cup honey (may use half molasses) 


2 cups dry milk (best with 1 cup powdered whey and 


1 cup dry milk combined > 
7-9 cups whole wheat flour (add more after first ris­ 
ing — entire process may take 5 pounds or more of 
flour) 
Stir. Let rise 60 minutes. 
Fold in 2Mi tbsp. salt and V4 cup oil. 
Add more flour until kneadable. Knead 15 minutes. 
Rise 50 minutes. 
Punch down, let rise 40 minutes. 
Shape into loaves, put in pans and let rise 20 minutes. 
Bake 50-60 minutes at 350 
If you’re hungry for something a little sweet, this is 
a good way to satisfy the urge without consuming any 
sugar: 


Fruit Leather 
In blender, puree apricots, plums, strawberries or 
any fruit in season 
To each 4 cups of puree, add 1/3 cup honey. 
Take plastic wrap on cookie sheets, pour a think 
layer of fruit mixture on the covered sheets and dry 
either in oven or on drying rack outside. 
If drying in oven, place temperature on lowest set­ 
ting (140) and leave for 15-24 hours. If done outside, 
less di7 ing time is needed 
During drying time, check occasionally until desired 
consistency has been reached. When “ leather-like,” 
roll up and store in refrigerator or freezer until used

law, Corinne Neu, who always has a huge garden and 
makes the best possible use of it. 


Fresh Tomato Relish 


2 onions, chopped fine 
4 cloves garlic, crushed 


1 large bell pepper, chopped 
tsp. each of oregano and seasoned salt 


2 tsp each of wine vinegar and white vinegar 


6 large tomatoes, chopped 


2 tbsp. olive oil 


6 oz. tomato juice 


1 tbsp. each of salt, celery salt and sugar 
Mix and refrigerate.

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Hay growers show concern 
over tail end of 'Doreen'

The tail end of the tropical 
storm Doreen produced light 
showers over the Santa Ynez 
Valley early Wednesday and 
skies continued overcast as 
valley agriculturists — es­ 
pecially hay growers — were 
keeping their fingers crossed in 
the hope that August 1977 
woulnd’t prove to be a repeat of 
the latter part of August of last 
year when unusual rains 
produced nearly a half an inch 
of moisture in the valley area. 
Any appreciable amount of 
rainfall at this time of the year 
would prove financially dis­ 
astrous to hay producers in the 
valley who at the moment are 
also feeling the pinch of a 
general lowering of prices for 
their crop. 
Up to a couple of weeks ago, 
top quality alfalfa was bringing 
between $90 to $100 a ton. The 
p ric e s have now dipped 
between $60 fend $80, depending 
upon the quality and the quan­ 
tity sold in a single order. 
At the moment, thousands of 
acres of freshly cut alfalfa is ly­ 
ing in the fields. Some has been 
windrowed and ready for bal­ 
ing. Others are already baled 
and are ready for stacking or 
placement in barns. 
Hay growers throughout the 
valley scurried about early 
yesterday morning to bring out 
the tarps to cover the hay 
which could be adversely af­ 
fected should it be hit by a 
heavy downpour. 
Many fields in the valley 
w ere also c o ve re d w ith 
windrows of straw which sells 
for about $20 a ton and which is 
a popular commodity for bed­ 
ding among the vast number of 
valley horse breeders. 
Sudan grass for hay is 
another crop which could suffer 
should rain in any appreciable 
amount hit the area. Sudan is 
usually planted as a “ double 
crop,” following the removal 
from irrigated fields of oats for 
hay. 
It was reported that the 
tropical storm caused damage 
to alfalfa and other crops in the 
Imperial Valley mounting to 
more than $20 million. 
Farmers in the Santa Ynez 
Valley last year, beginning in 
August and continuing through 
September, suffered huge los­ 
ses not only in hay crops, but in 
tomatoes and grapes as well. 


Increase in 
accident rate 
told by CHP 


Serious accidents in the area 
patrolled by the Buellton area 
of the Highway Patrol con­ 
tinued to show increases during 
July as compared to the same 
month of 1976. reported Lt R 
A Dzamba. Commander of the 
Buellton area. Two fatal acci­ 
dents and 26 injury accidents 
during the month represented 
increases of 100 per cent and 44 
per cent respectively over the 
1976 experience. 
Fifty persons suffered in­ 
juries and two were killed dur­ 
ing the month for an increase of 
67 per cent in victims over July 
1976. 
July accidents, in which the 
driver at fault was under the in­ 
fluence of alcohol, increased 20 
per cent, from five last year to 
six this year. 
For the seven months just 
completed, there have been 
nine fatal accidents with nine 
killed as compared to one fatal 
with one killed during the same 
period last year. 
There have 
been 198 injuries during the 
period as compared to 143 last 
year, an increase of 38 per cent 
for the seven months 
Acci­ 
dents in which under the in­ 
fluence drivers were at fault 
have doubled for the seven 
months, from nineteen last 
year to 38 this year

Valley circulation plan 
reviewed by directors 


Directors of the Solvang 
M u n ic ip a l 
Im p ro v e m e n t 
District have conducted a brief 
review of correspondence and a 
map from the County Dept, of 
Transportation relative to the 
proposed circulation element 
for the Santa Ynez Valley. 
Board 
members suggested 
that recommendations the dis­ 
trict may wish to make in 
regard to the proposal be sub­ 
mitted in writing to the County 
Planning Dept for inclusion in 
testimony to be presented in 
Santa Barbara in October. 
Initial reaction of the district 
to the c ir c u la tio n 
plan 
emphasized the “ long standing 
interest of the district in streets 
and roads, voiced a strong 
stance against any four-laning 
of Highway 246 (Mission Drive) 
through Solvang; gave support 
of a circulation plan which 
called for pre-planning prior to 
the proliferation of lot splits 
and subdivisions that “ may 
preclude the best circulation 
plan" and agreed to express a 
“ specific interest in a circula­ 
tion plan in order to be able to 
master plan the district's 
network of water transmission 
and distribution system and 
sewer trunk and collection 
lines.” 
Prior to its meeting, board 
members and district staff per­ 
sonnel toured the expanded 


wastewater treatment plant 
which is nearing the final 
stages of completion. 
Returning to the municipal 
center for the regular meeting, 
it was reported that it appears 
that the district will be in a 
position to file a notice of com­ 
pletion of the plant at the 
board’s next session Aug 25. 
Board members agreed that the 
district obtain a lien waiver 
from the general contractor, 
Don Greene Contractor. Inc., 
prior to filing notice of comple­ 
tion 
A final payment request from 
the Greene firm for improve­ 
ments at the plant in the 
am ount 
of $19,378 was 
presented for consideration 
It 
was noted by Leo Mathiasen. 
district secretary, however, 
that the district engineer had 
not confirmed the amount 
requested. 
As a result, direc­ 
tors voted that the final pay­ 
ment to Greene be withheld 
pending approval by the 
engineer 
In other sewer department 
business, Mathiasen reported 
that the district had yet to 
receive a reply from the State 
Water Resources Control Board 
to a district request for an “ im­ 
mediate decision" to release 
the district's final 10 per cent of 
district grant funds on the 
wastewater treatment project 


Following a lengthy discus­ 
sion. the board agreed to seek a 
place on the agenda of the next 
meeting of the W RCB should 
the state choose not to change 
its position of withholding the 
final grant payment 


In other business, directors 
granted a request of the Rebild 
National Park Society for use of 
the SMID Center Sunday, Oct.

Judge says USTA must allow 
Richards entry into 
Open 


NEW YORK (U P I) - R enee 
Richards’ legal victory in New York 
State court Wednesday may pave the 
way for the 42-year-old transsexual to 
play in any professional tennis tourna­ 
ment in the world. 
Richards won a yearlong battle to 
enter the U.S. Open tournament when 
the U.S. Tennis Association acceded to a 
ruling by N Y 
State Supreme Court 
Justice Alfred Ascione and said Richards 
can compete in the $462,000 tournament. 
The USTA placed her in the main draw 
for the women’s singles — bypassing the 
qualification matches — for the tourna­ 
ment, which begins Aug. 31. 


Richards, an ophthalmologist who un­ 
derwent a sex-change operation in 
August, 1975. attempted to enter the 1976 
U S. Open but was denied because she 
refused to take an Olympic-type sex 
chromosome test. This year, Richards 
decided to test the legality of that deci­ 
sion in court and received a favorable 
judgment. 
“ She is incredibly thrilled and 
gratified that this has worked out as well 
as it has,” said Michael Rosen, 
Richards’ attorney. “I’m not surprised, 
but really pleased.” 
The USTA, explaining its earlier posi­ 
tion, said: “The USTA has had reason to 


believe that a post-operative transsexu­ 
al may retain some physical and com­ 
petitive advantages. It appeared to the 
USTA that a generally accurate, easily 
administered and objective test, such as 
the Olympic-type chromosome test, was 
a desirable screening process in deter­ 
mining sex for the purpose of athletics.” 
In a 13-page decision Tuesday, Ascione 
had said the test requirement was “gros­ 
sly unfair, discriminatory and ine­ 
quitable and violative of her rights’’ and 
added, “it seems clear defendants 
knowingly instituted this test for the sole 
purpose of preventing plaintiff from par­ 
ticipating in the tournament.” 


Rosen said the decision enables 
Richards to play for the Cleveland Nets 
of World Team Tennis, with whom she 
has a contract. WTT Commissioner 
Butch Buchholz sent a telegram to 
Cleveland confirming the okay. 
“And Wimbledon, the Italian and 
French Opens should also be open for her 
to play, too,” Rosen said. “They should 
now fall in line with the backing of the 
USTA and WTT.” 
Richards, a fr-foot-2. 147-pounder, was 
a ranked over-35 male player under the 
name Richard Raskind prior to her 
operation.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - Baseball 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn, a loser in 
federal court this year over his right to 
deprive a team of a draft choice for 
tampering, now has that power. 
Baseball owners amended the Major 
League Agreement Wednesday to give 
Kuhn two additional measures to 
penalize offenders in tampering in­ 
cidents. Kuhn now has the authority to 
take away draft rights and to impose 
fines of up to $250,000. 
Kuhn suspended Atlanta Braves’ 
owner Ted Turner and took away his 
team’s first-round draft pick in the June 
free agent draft for tampering with Gary 
Matthews before the outfielder became a 
free agent last year. But Turner took 
Kuhn to federal court and won back that 
draft pick. 
“This corrects that situation," said 
Kuhn 


The owners were here for their annual 
summer meeting, whose agenda usually 
calls for a two-day session but was 
cleaned up in just one day 
In the joint session of the two leagues, 
the owners voted to change the second 
interleague trading deadline to run from 
March 1-April 1 so as to give teams more 
time to evaluate talent in spring train­ 
ing. The previous period ran Feb 15- 
March 15 
In addition, the owners defeated an 
amendment to reduce obligations to 
minor league teams, in particular at the 
Class AA level; enlarged the Executive 
Council from seven to 11 members and 
voted to have them meet on a bimonthly 
basis; turned down the use of perfor­ 
mance bonuses in player contracts; 
voted to eliminate the use of clauses in 
player contracts to have the team pay 
agents, shifting that responsibility solely 


to the players; and voted to have teams 
pay off all cash expenditures in the 
purchase of players no later than 12 
months after the sale. 
The National League once again voted 
down by a 10-2 margin the use of the 
designated hitter during the regular 
season; passed a resolution honoring the 
memory of former Chicago Cubs' owner 
Philip K Wrigley, who died this sum­ 
mer; and established a “Lou Brock 
Award” that will go annually to the 
league's leading base stealer, beginning 
this season 
The American League turned down a 
proposal to make mandatory the ap­ 
pearance of names of players on the 
backs of jerseys and voted to return to 
the league the power of determining if 
games should be played in the final 
series between two teams should a game 
or games be threatened by a rainout.

Are rookies signing 
worthless contracts?

The tipoff: 
Why young rookies, particularly in professional football, get 
deluded into signing successive one-year contracts for their ser­ 
vices is beyond me. Those contracts are nothing but protection for 
the employers, who can still get rid of a player any time they want, 
without liability for the other years. Any player with any kind of 
confidence in his ability should merely sign a one-year contract 
and take his chances. 


Q. What is the difference between a spitball and a wet ball9 
When the pitcher is pitching in a light rain, the ball is all soaked up 
and much wetter than a spit ball. - Walter Rodjenski, New Bri­ 
tain, Conn. 
A. For a bona fide spitball, the pitcher loads up just one section 
of the ball with moisture and gets it to do funny tricks, like dropp­ 
ing off a table. In a light rain, the ball would be changed often 
enough by the umpires so that it wouldn’t turn over like a true spit- 
ter. Also, saliva has a slippier feel than just plain H20 


Q. How do the major leagues decide on the number of at bats a 
batter needs to qualify for the top 10 in batting average9 Is it the 
same for pitchers with the ERA category based on the minimum 
number of innings pitched? — Roland Messier, Camarillo, Calif 
A The rankings for batters are based on 502 plate appearances 
during the course of a season. For pitchers, the required number of 
innings to qualify among the leaders is 162. 


Q Who do you think is the best pitcher in baseball today9 I think 
it is Frank Tanana. What do you say? - К Н., Santa Cruz, Calif 
A I suppose an argument can be made for the colorful left­ 
hander of the California Angels, who doesn’t mind telling anyone 
how good he is But it should be noted he has not yet won 20 games 
in a season, and on his own team this year, fireballing right-hander 
Nolan Ryan is having a more spectacular campaign For my 
money, Tom Seaver, despite his stuttering start with Cincinnati, is 
still the best hurler in the game, with maybe Don Sutton of the 
Dodgers No. 2 for consummate craftsmanship. 


Q Do you know who the first salaried baseball player was. and 
how much he was paid? — Henry Grischy, Cincinnati, О 
A. There is no definitive answer A1 Reach of the Brooklyn 
Eckfords and Philadelphia Athletics in the early 1860s has been 
generally recognized as the first paid player in baseball history, 
but historian Dr Harold Seymour, who has written about the 
pioneer days, claims the Brooklyn Excelsiors paid Jim Creighton 
under the table to make him the first pro. 


Q You credited Lou Boudreau with being the youngest manager 
in baseball history. It was neither Boudreau (24) nor Bucky Harris 
(27) Roger Peckinpaugh managed the New York Yankees in 1914 
at the age of 23 — Gus Shiomos, Swarthmore, Pa. 
A Technically, you may be right, Gus, but there’s a little bit of 
nit-picking involved. When Frank Chance was fired as manager of 
the then New York Highlanders on Sept. 16,1914, shortstop Peckin­ 
paugh was named interim skipper, and the club won nine and lost 
eight under him the rest of the season. Wild Bill Donovan took over 
as the Highlanders’ skipper in 1915 and Peck didn’t manage again 
until he led Cleveland in 1928

The teacher contract 


After many hours of collec­ 
tive bargaining, the Lompoc 
Unified School District and the 
teacher bargaining unit came 
to a tentative contract agree­ 
ment nearly a month ago. 


Today, nary a single teacher 
outside the bargaining unit nor 
a taxpayer knows the specifics 
of this tentative agreement 
and won’t know because of an 
agreement between the dis­ 
trict and the bargaining unit 
not to release details until the 
day before the teachers begin 
their year's employment. 


Through 
reliable sources, 
the Record, over vociferous 
objection from the district and 
bargaining unit, was able to 
learn and print several of the 
agreed upon points of the ten­ 
tative contract such as the 
term of the contract and the 
salary and fringe benefit 
percentage increases. 


However, the initial teacher 
proposal was over 60 pages in 
length. 
The initial district 
response was more than 30 
pages in length. 
What was 
negotiated tentatively from all 
of this? 
It appears that the 


details will be clouded in 
secrecy until August 30 when 
the teachers will be called up­ 
on to ratify the action. 


We are extremely puzzled as 
to why teachers are being 
called upon at the very last 
minute to study, analyze and 
understand such a document 
and then be called upon to vote 
yea or nay on their future for 
the next two years. 


More than that, we feel that 
the taxpayers are getting 
short shrift by this secrecy. 
They certainly have the right 
to know what they will be pay­ 
ing for for the next two years. 


If the d istrict and the 
bargaining unit feel they have 
a good, comfortable contract 
that teachers and taxpayers 
and district can live with, 
there should be no fear in the 
release of its details. 
If the 
district and the bargaining 
unit feel shaky about what 
they have negotiated, it is not 
fair for the teachers nor the 
taxpayers to be left in the dark 
until the very last minute 
before asking teachers to ac­ 
cept such a document.

Capital punishment 


Representative Edward Koch, who is 
running for mayor of New York, recently 
faced down a questioner on the subject of 
capital punishment. Was he not truckl­ 
ing to the passions of the day by calling 
for the r e in sta te m e n t of ca p ita l 
punishment9 
Was he not. in effect, 
allowing the “ Son of Sam” to brutalize 
th e 
e n t ir e 
c o m ­ 
munity? 
Mr Koch, 
who is a very bright 
man of great princi­ 
ple, replied that he 
had always favored 
capital punishment un­ 
der certain circum ­ 
stances 
leaving 
the 
questioner speechless 
B ecau se 
E dw ard 
Koch is not only a man 
of very high principle, 
he is also a highly 
pedigreed liberal, and 
his statement is indicative of a trend that 
is working coast to coast. Liberals who 
believed in capital punishment tended to 
suppress that belief until quite recently. 


It has been widely remarked that 
Governor Brown of California declined 
to lobby to sustain his veto of the capital 
punishment bill. Why? Because propo­ 
nents of capital punishment would have 
proceeded to put the question on a 
referendum which would have gone to 
the voters the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in November of 1978. and 
guess who is running for re-election as 
governor of California on that date? Ex­ 
actly 
The indices are solid not only in 
the home city of John Lindsay but in the 
home state of Ronald Reagan and Jerry 
Brown There is a swing in sentiment in 
respect of capital punishment. 


This swing is the result of a graduating 
perception among enlightened members 
of the community. It is one that says, in 
effect, that the old argum ent that 
vengeance is not for this world is uncon­ 
vincing 
It was largely by appealing to 
that argument, combined with the argu­ 
ment that capital punishment does not 
deter, that the abolitionists won the 
fight 
But now. in an age of great, and 
even sadistic violence, thoughtful men 
are ask in g th e q u estion w hether 
vengeance isn’t precisely an obligation 
of a society 
An obligation to that 
member of the society victimized by the 
murderer 


Professor Ernest van den Haag is cir­ 
culating a brilliant analysis of the whole 
question of capital punishment which, 
when published, will almost certainly 
prove a milestone in mature social 
thought. He makes a point analytically 
which people are widely intuiting. It is 
this: a failure to terminate a murderer’s 
life isn’t a celebration of human life but 
exactly the opposite Those who believe 
in the sacred right of an individual to live 
his life span uninterrupted by murder 
cannot affirm their devotion to that prin­ 
ciple by dealing frivolously with those 
who violate it 


The proposition is best understood by 
stretching it out on a graph in a 
demonstration of reductio ad absurdum 
A society that punishes a murderer by 
giving him a jail sentence of one week is 
a society that does not set much store by 


human life 
A society that holds human 
life so sacred that it is prepared to ex­ 
ecute anyone who takes another human 
life is a society that believes deeply in 
human life. 


We are edging up against one more of 
those situations with which we are 
regularly confronted, in which there is a 
thoughtful, crystallized policy position 
by the community which is frustrated by 
the judiciary. 
Although the Supreme 
Court has declared that capital punish­ 
ment is not unconstitutional (it had very 
little choice, confronting the language of 
the Constitution itself that declares that 
no one should be deprived of “life or 
liberty” without due process), there are 
huge reserves of sand at the disposal of 
lawyers who wish to grind to a halt the 
processes of justice. 
It was a near 
miracle that last January a state suc­ 
ceeded in executing a man who clamored 
to be executed 
Since then there have 
been no executions, though there have 
been a great many murders. 


Why? 
Because resourceful lawyers 
know how to exploit any nuance in any 
situation in such a way as to prevent the 
execution of the public will. 
It is like 
p r a y e r -in -th e -s c h o o l, w a n ted by 
everyone, denied by the court; like 
neighborhood 
schooling, 
wanted 
by 
everyone, denied by the courts 
Capital 
punishment is no longer understood as 
the instrument of a barbarian society. 
Its interdiction, however, looms as the 
symbol of the irresolute society. And a 
society irresolute about its commitment 
to human life flirts with barbarism. 


WASHINGTON — The story can now 
be told how ex-President Gerald Ford 
turned down a chance to save the tax­ 
p ayers b illio n s of d o lla rs on oil 
purchases 
He had two golden opportunities to 
purchase oil directly from oil-producing 
countries at substantial discounts. This 
would have put the 
U.S. governm ent in 
competition with the 
big oil companies 
So 
in the name of free 
e n te r p r is e . 
F ord 
rejected both deals 
T he d e a ls w e r e 
g e n e r a te d 
by 
ex - 
S ecretary 
of 
State 
Henry Kissinger who 
s e n t 
h is 
c h ie f 
eco n o m ic 
a d v iser , 
Charles Robinson, to 
negotiate the agree­ 
ments. The idea of the government go­ 
ing into the oil business, however, raised 
the hackles of then-Treasury Secretary 
William Simon 
Other dyed-in-the-wool conservatives, 
dedicated to the sacred American right 
to make a buck, joined in the opposition. 
The military brass, who would have been 
stuck with the job of transporting and 
distributing the oil. also didn’t like the 
idea 
President Ford, therefore, broke off 
the negotiations after preliminary agree­ 
ments had already been reached 
This 
decision has already cost the consuming 
public billions that could have been 
saved if the two deals had been com ­ 
pleted. 
Kissinger first tried to arrange a five- 
year agreement with the Iranians to 
purchase oil at a discount. The Iranians 
were willing to make a deal but insisted 
that the discount be disguised 
They 
could not let it be known they were un­ 
d ercu ttin g th eir p a rtn ers in the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC). 
Robinson flew to Tehran three times 
in 1975 as Kissinger’s secret negotiator. 
He worked out a complex financial 
arrangem ent 
with 
Iranian 
Finance 
Minister Hushang Ansary 
Under the 
terms, the U S government would have 
purchased 500,000 barrels of oil a day for 
five years 
The disguised price would 
have been )1 to $1.50 per barrel below the 
prevailing OPEC rates. The savings to 
the American consumers would have 


surpassed $1 billion 
Sources close to the negotiations said 
the deal was all set to be signed. 
But 
Simon raised such a holler, backed by 
Pentagon and com m erce officials, that 
President Ford scotched it. 
Robinson flew to Moscow, meanwhile, 
to negotiate a wheat sale with Soviet 
Trade Minister Nickolav Patolichev. An 
agreem ent was signed in October 1975. 
for the sale of U.S. wheat to the Soviet 
Union, It was accompanied by a letter of 
intent calling for the sale of Soviet oil to 
the United States 
That was the last public word of a 
Soviet-American oil deal. But behind the 
scenes. Robinson hammered out and in­ 
itialed an arrangement with Patolichev 
This gave the United States an option to 
buy 10 million tons of Soviet oil annually 
at a price substantially below what the 
United States was paying on the world 
market. The tankers used to haul wheat 
to Russia, it was agreed, would be loaded 
with oil for the return trip 


But Soviet negotiators, according to 
our sources, insisted the price reductions 
had to be kept secret. They didn’t want it 
known they were favoring the United 
States and undercutting OPEC. A com ­ 
plex fisca l plan w as worked out. 
therefore, to buy the price cuts within 
the freighting costs. 


At the White House, several complex 
questions were raised about the proposed 
deal. 
But in the end. Ford was in­ 
fluenced by the argum ent that the 
federal government had no business 
competing with the oil industry. 
Thus the oil industry’s profits were 
preserved, and the American people lost 
another chance to save on their oil bills. 


Footnote: 
We pieced together the 
story of the backstage oil deals from 
sources close to the negotiations. TTiey 
provided us with the most intricate 
details of the arrangements with both 
Iran and the Soviet Union 
Simon, nevertheless, disputes that the 
com plex 
n egotiation s 
would 
have 


produced any real price discounts. ‘‘We 
thought 
K issinger’s proposals w ere 
laughable.” Simon said. “The Soviets 
weren’t interested in selling us oil at dis­ 
count prices. The idea is looseheaded ” 
He conceded that Robinson had con­ 
ducted detailed negotiations with the Ira­ 
nians and Soviets for cheap oil. 
But 
Simon snorted: 
“ All those proposals 
were the ideas of those economic nitwits 
at the State Department 
No one in his 
right mind could expect them to work.” 
Kissinger and Robinson refused to 
comment. 
ELECTRONIC RIPOFFS - Com­ 
puterized banking is becoming the new 
rage and may eventually replace cash 
and credit cards 
In the electronic age, 
consumers will be able to purchase 
g r o c e r ie s 
by 
tr a n sfe r r in g 
funds 
electronically from their bank to the 
supermarket 
But under the present state of the art, 
co m p u terized b ank ing le a v e s the 
custom ers vulnerable 
to electronic 
ripoffs. One woman lost her life savings 
of $3.800 when her plastic bank card was 
stolen Her account was emptied out by 
the enterprising thief 
But under the 
current laws, she can’t recover a dime. 
Internal staff m em os of the National 
C om m ission 
on 
E le c tr o n ic 
Fund 
Transfers warn, meanwhile, that the 
system could ‘‘cause severe hardship to 
consumers .” 
If a citizen loses money 
because of ‘‘human or computer error,” 
the documents note, “ it would be his 
word against the bank’s.” 


Customers are also unable to “stop 
payment” 
with electronic banking. 
Some think this is necessary “to protect 
consumers from shoddy merchandise,” 
the mem os note. Corporations may also 
gam access to a custom er’s private 
financial 
information 
unless 
privacy 
laws are enacted.

The Lance case

WASHINGTON (NEA) - The unusual 
financial problems of millionaire White 
House adviser Thomas B. (Bert) Lance 
have been reported in inordinate detail, 
but not enough attention has been paid to 
the financial arrangement established to 
manage his fortune during government 
service 
When Lance accep ted P resid en t 
Carter’s invitation to 
become director of the 
Office of Management 
and Budget, he agreed 
to place most of his 
holdings, then valued 
at 
m o r e th a n $7 
million, in a "blind 
t r u s t ” 
to be a d ­ 
m in is t e r e d 
by 
a 
b u sin essm an 
id en ­ 
tified only as Thomas 
Mitchell. 
As part of the Carter 
administration’s cam ­ 
paign to emphasize the importance of 
public o ffic ia ls ’ in tegrity, L an ce’s 
r e la tio n s h ip 
w ith 
M itc h e ll 
w as 
scrutinized by attorney John L Moore, a 
member of the Carter legal staff. 
Mitchell “is not related to you by blood 
or marriage, is not your employe, is not 
the employe of a corporation the voting 
stock of which is held by you, and is not a 
subordinate employe of a corporation of 
which you are an executive officer,” 
Moore wrote to Lance 


Having applied that standard test, 
used for the financial trusts established 
by all administration officials, Moore 
concluded “that Mitchell is an ‘indepen­ 
dent tru ste e’ 
as 
required 
by the 
G u id elin es on C on flicts-of-In terest 
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published by the Carter-Mondale Transi­ 
tion Group ” 
But there are serious questions about 
Mitchell’s 
purported 
"independence” 
from Lance, going well beyond the fact 
that the two men have been virtual 
neighbors in northeast Georgia (Mitchell 
lives in Dalton, only 20 miles north of 
Lance’s home town of Calhoun) and 
close personal friends for many years. 
When Carter sought (unsuccessfully) 
to promote Lance as his successor as 
Georgia’s governor, Mitchell was a key 
m em ber of Lance's 1974 cam paign 
organization “Tom worked very closely 
with Bert,” says one man who followed 
that race. 


Most im portant is the fact that 
Mitchell is — by his own admission — the 
fourth largest individual stockholder in 
the National Bank of Georgia (NBG), an 
Atlanta financial institution in which 
Lance owns 200,000 shares once valued at 
almost $3 million. 
Mitchell declines to specify the extent 
of his NBG holdings, but if his invest­ 
ment is similar to that of other major 
shareholders his interest presumably ex­ 
ceeds $1 million. 


Lance’s original 
trust agreem ent 
required Mitchell to sell all of Lance’s 
NBG stock by the end of this year. But 
the prospect of such a large block of 
shares being dumped (Hi the market, 
coupled with the bank’s unexpected los­ 
ses in real estate loans, has greatly 
depressed the price of NBG stock. 
"I’m not going to dispose of that stock 
at current market value come Dec. 31 or 
any other time 
I’m not going to drop 
Bert a million dollars for going to 
Washington,” trustee Mitchell recently 


told an interviewer. 
What Mitchell didn’t mention is that he 
has a potentially serious conflict of in­ 
terest because putting Lance’s NBG 
stock up for sale would undoubtedly 
further depress the value of M itchell’s 
sizable NBG holdings 


Someone in the White House may have 
b elated ly recognized that problem 
because Carter’s recent proposal to 
allow Lance to hold his NBG stock 
beyond Dec. 31 contains a little noticed 
provision calling for transfer of those 
shares to another trust, run by “a new 
qualified corporate trustee ” 


But Mitchell will retain control over 
the remainder of Lance’s investments, 
including more than $1 million worth of 
stock in the Calhoun (Ga ) First National 
Bank. The trust agreement requires sale 
of some of those shares, and again there 
are problems with Mitchell’s supposed 
"independence” because he is a major 
investor in various, unnamed banks, also 
in northwest Georgia 
The trust agree­ 
ment with Mitchell ought to be scrapped 
and a new, truly independent trustee 
found for Lance, because the current 
arrangement typifies the tendency of 
Carter administration rhetoric about 
“government” to outpace its perfor­ 
mance in that cruical field
